Institute of Technical Arts History 



The Institute of Technical Arts was started in 1988 by Laura Lee 
Lundberg as FiFi's Poodle Palace, a pet grooming salon located in 
Winter Park, Florida. The name was later change to FiFi's Pet 
Palace. 

FiFi's School of Pet Grooming opened and started teaching pet 
grooming programs at the established FiFi's Pet Palace grooming 
salon in Winter Park in 1996. At that time, the Commission for 
Independent Education, Florida Department of Education, 
licensed the animal education school to teach pet grooming 
programs. 

More than 10 years later in 1999, FiFi's Institute of Animal Arts 
was established when the school added veterinary assistant 
programs in addition to its pet grooming programs. 

The name of the animal educational school was changed to Florida Institute of Animal Arts 
in 2000. 




The Accrediting Commission of Career Schools and Colleges (ACCSC) accredited the Florida 
Institute of Animal Arts in 2001 to teach pet grooming programs and veterinary assistant 
programs.
